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ABSTRACT 

PURPOSE: To easily detect the abnormality of a plant controlling instrument 
by evaluating and diagnosing a simulation signal and information of process 
condition and confirming the matching property of a plant and its control 
program, and then, displaying the result through an evaluated result 
displaying lamp to a simulation process input. 

CONSTITUTION: An operator selectively depresses simulation process input 
signal generating wake-up switches 15, 16, and 17 to impress a simulation 
process signal for evaluating processes, such as step function, impulse 
function, etc., upon a process. The simulation process signal is taken into 
a controlling computer 7 through an interface circuit and impressed upon a 
plant process 9. The answer signal is written in a process state 
information table, where the process is- evaluated by a simulation 
evaluating program, and the evaluated result is displayed through evaluated 
result displaying lamps 18, 19, and 20 to simulation process input. 
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
